Republicans of ' Illinois Want the 
Aurora Man for United States 
Senator. " 

. The republicau party in Btnte convention 
assembled, indorsed Albert J. Hopkins for 
bhited States, senator, -nominated' Chris 
Mamer, of Chicago, for clerk o* the Bupreme 
court. undFro'd Busse. of Chicago for shjle 
treasurer. Alfred 8, Bayliss, of La Salic 
County,' was chosen as the nominee for state 
superintendent :of public instruction, and 
three trustees of the stnte .university were 
named. 

The convention was not nil harmonious, 
The Mason-Sherman contingent rebelled 
and accusations of nil kinds of corrupt 
political practices were hurled at what wan 
termed "the'Lorimer machine. 1 ' Lieuten- 
ant Governer Northcutt, permanent chair- 
man of the convention/,- wns assailed by 
the minority faction for" what it claimed 
was .'.'gag rule." -.The speech prepared by 
Speaker Sherninn for delivery before tbe 
convention", wns not heard." •- 

The result of the convention was - the will 
of a. large iniijority of ^tbe delegates and 
therefore binds the party in solid support 
of the ticket as nominated.- In spite of 
the great indorsement given Hopkins, 
Senator Mason says he will be* the next 
United Slates senator from- Illinois and 
he .will begin at once an active canvass of 
statft,- speaking in eyery .county in the 
enemy's country. Mr, Dawe3, who was a 
senatorial candidate, withdrew from the 
race at the close of the convention. 
. The resolutions presented paid tribute 
to tbe Inte John R, Tanner and indorsed 
the.adoiinistration 6E President Hoosevelt, 
and also contained the following: "We un 
reservedly indorse the clean, honest nnd 
economical administration of state affairs 
under Governor Richard Yates, and point 
to the businesslike conduct of departments 
of the Btate government, and indisputable 
proof that the welfare of the great s'tate of 
Illinois demands that the republican party 
remain In central of it's affairs."

Lawrence O'Brien's Will Still and Void 
""-Atlhe regular term of the,CountyCourt 
the will "of- Lawerene O'Brien, lately a 
wealthy farmer of .the town of Bristol,' was 
presented for probate, but the Judge of the 
Court refused to allow the probate of tbe 
*will>.^ O'Brien died several weekB ago and 
left ah estate valued at over fifteen thousand 
dollars. -He left surviving a widow, five 
children ahu^ two step; children. The will 
.which .was presented for probate was made 
sit months before the death of O'Brien and 
it provided that the whole estate be left to 
the widow for her use during life &ud at 
her death it was' provided that the estate 
be divided among the children, shore and 
share alike. - 

- There were no objections to the probate 
of the will but when 'the testimony was. 
taken in regard to the making of the will 
it was discovered . that , the. witoessea,wbo 
had signed the will bad not signed it in 
the presence of the testator or In tbe 'pres- 
ence of each other. For this reason it was 
impossible for the judge to admit the will 
to probate and so he ruled. 

As soon as this ruling of the court bad 
been entered the heirs to the estate who 
were present in the court at tbe -time; held 
a meeting and decided notwithstanding 
the fact that the: will had been declared 
null and void every provision of the will as 
decided by the husband and father should 
be carried oat to the letter. In a few days 
the heirs will file an application for admin- 
istration of the estate nnd in this way the 
prpvisionB of tbe will can be carried out by 
the widow. 

It is on unusual case of affairs : for a will 
to be refused probate on these grounds and 
the action of the heirs in laying aside any 
personal interest and uniting to carry out 
the desires of the deceased is even more 
unusual,

WEEKLY CROP BULLETIN 



IL.S. Department of Agriculture, Cli- 
mate and Crop . Dnlletln of the 
Weather Bureau. 

• SpitiKOFiELD, III., Mav 13, 1902, 
-Asa rule the weather conditions during 
the past week Have been.favoraUS' for the 
growth of crops. The weather was warm 
early in tbe week; but later it became quite 
cool, especially in the w northern district, 
where temperatures in the thirties occurred. 
No frosli have been reported, liowever, 
and the only damage has been a slight re- 
tardation of growth. Showers occurred 
over most'of the state during the week, 
mainly on Tuesday and Saturday. These 
have generally been sufficient to keep the 
ground well moistened, and in some locali- 
ties have been su£icient to delay farm work 
Generally, however, conditions have been 
favorable for carrying .on farming opera- 
tions, and full advantage has been taken 
of them. In a few' localities the" weather 
has been dry and crops are suffering for 
rain, but -generally throughout the- state 
cropsarein a very good condition. The 
condition of wheat has generally continued 
to improve during the week, audit is now 
good over most of the slate, in some locali- 
ties the crop is very fine, but in a few others 
notably in the horth eastern part of the 
southern district, it has deteriorated on 
na-ount of dry weather. A few correspon- 
dents stale that the chinch bugs are becom- 
ing numerous, but no serious damuge has 
resulted as yet. Much wheat has begun to 
bend in the. southern district. Rye has 
continued to do well during the week and 
is now heading over most of the state. 
Oats have continued to improve and nt Ibe 
end of the week their generail condition 
is good. The prospects seem less favorable 
in the southern than in the central and 
northern districts, Corn planting has 
progressed rapidly, except where interrupt- 
ed by rain. In some localities, especially 
in the southern district nlmost.the entire 
crop has been planted. Much corn ^is al- 
readyup and. looking well, but the cool 
weather of the latter part of the . week lias 
retarded germination and growth some- 
what. Many correspondents state that the 
cut worms are damaging corn greatly and 
that Borne fields have been replanted on 
this account. Meadows and pastures have 
generally improved during the 'week, but 
pastures seemingly more than meadows, 
and though growth has been slow in some 
localities, the average condition of both is 
now very good. Many correspondents 
state that the hay crop will be .very large. 
As.a rule both gardens and potatoes ore 
growing finely. la many localities pota- 
toes are now being cultivated. There Is 
consideradle complaint of damage to gar- 
dens by cut worms. The prospect for 
peaches in less favorable than last week. 
This is also true of apples, though the pros- 
pect for the latter is still fair to good. 
The,,proBpect for blackberries and rasp- 
berries is not very favorable, but it is good 
for other fruits.

Her hands trembled 
and tears flowed freely down her cheeks 
as she signed the last royal decrees. 

The two last decrees to which she af- 
fixed her signature were the. bestowing 
of the order of the Golden Fleece on the 
Duke of Cumberland and the. fixing the 
day on which her sou will assume tbe 
throne of Spain. , 

The ministers were received by the 
Queen, with King Alfonso at her side. 
Premier Sagasta, in his farewell speech 
to her ns regent, depleted the loving con- 
fidence with which she bad intrusted him 
nnd bow*, despite the grief uf her widow- 
boud, she had proved herself a woman 
of remarkable fortitude and administra- 
tive ability. 

It wih some lime after tbe Premier 
finished his speech (hat the Queen was 
able to respond'. She spoke briefly, and 
with tremulant voiced She said:* "I 
thank yon and your Colleagues for tbe 
loyal devotion which you 'have shown me.

Young Sampson found time to attend 
school In an Irregular way, and showed 
so much ambition that be attracted tbe 
attention of William IT. Soutbwick of 
Palmyra, who spoke of him to E. tt. Mor- 
gan, at that time, representing the district 
in Congress, and the lad received through 
Morgan the appointment as naval cadet 
at Annapolis. 

Sampson first won fame and recogni- 
tion on the old Pntapsco, which formed 
part of the blockading squadron at 
Charleston in J SOL Tbe harbor had been 
mined by the Confederates, nnd when 
the blockading ndmlrnl decided to enter 
tbe harbor he detailed the Pntapsco to 
go ahead and clear the way for him.

Sampson was executive officer "ot-the 
Ironclad, and as the vessel steamed Into 
the harbor he stood on the bridge in 
the most exposed position on the boat, 
•He was a fascinating mark for Ihe 
sharpshooters. As the little boat enter- 
ed the harbor bullets from their rifles 
rained upon It. Sampson's men fell all 
around lihn, struck by the leaden mis- 
siles. He ordered them below and faced 
the fire alone. Slowly nud carefully the 
mine-destroyer went ahead on Its hunt. 

Suddenly there was an ominous roar, 
columns of water were thrown Into the 
air, and mingled with tbe liijnld streams 
were the guns, turrets nud sheathing of 
the gallant boat. Of the crew twenly- 
five were saved by other boats from the 
fleet; seventy-fire sank In Charleston 
harbor. Snmpsou was- blown liKl feet 
in the nlr and fell In the water ninny 
feet from where his boat went down.

After the war Sampson was detailed 
for service at the Naval Academy' and 
remained there from 18CS to 1ST1 as 
bead of the department of chemistry and 
physics. Then for several years he. was 
attached to the Congress, but his first 
command was the Alert, to which lie was 
assigned with the rank of commander in 
1874. From 187(1 to. 1878 he was again 
at the Naval Academy, and ten years 
later he became the superintendent of 
the institution and maintained a high 
state of discipline. He waa promoted 
to captain In 1SS0, nnd the next year be 
was placed in command of the cruiser 
San Francisco. In July, 1802, he was In- 
spector of ordnance at the navy yard, 
Washington, and the next year he was 
made chief of tbe bureau of ordnance. 
He held that position until the lown was 
ready to be commissioned, when he was 
detailed to that battleship. 

Service In Spanish TVar. 

After the breaking out'of the Spanish 
war Sampson wns given command of the 
North Atlantic station, and he blockaded 
the ports of Cuba with his squadron, 
being joined In this work by the flying 
squadron under Hear Admiral Schley, 
who wns next In command to him. At 
the time of the fight off Bnntlngo, on 
July S, IfifJS, Sampson, with Ills flagship, 
bad started for. Slboney, giving the sig- 
nal "Disregard the movements of the 
flagship," but returned nftcr the battle 
was over. The details of the contro- 
versy In regard to tbe credit for tbe de- 
struction of the Spanish warships arc 
fresh. In the nnbllc mind,

The 
deception was still furthercarred out in the 
4th ward by inserting Senator Mason's son 
Louie, without 'hi** knowledge or consent, 
thereby losing that ward to Mason and 
Stearns. This may. be "good politics for 
Lyon, but many of ■ his - friends don't seem 
to like it any too well, Neither does Sen- 
ator Mason, as the following dispatch from 
Springfield in the Record-Herald of the 8th 
instant, when George attempted to shake 
hands with the Senator: "No, George, I 
must draw the line somewhere. You had 
my name on your tickets in tbe primaries; 
were nominated only because you promised 
to be for me. I speak to you, but 1 can't 
shake hands with you." A rebuke that 
would have withered Hank McLean in his 
lifetime. 

Like commercialism is our civic nnd pol- 
itical ins tu lions being centralized? Never 
in the history of our country has money 
been so powerful. Even the great city of 
Chicago, with its two millions of inhabi- 
tants are dominated, as it appears, by one 
man. Itistheeame,inantoo,-that caused the 
nomination of Richard Yates for governor, 
not that he was for him, by any means, 
but because he could not control the coun- 
try delegates, and thus prevented his op- 
ponent from succeeding. Verily! A yoke 
is being placed on the necks of the people. 
Au ordinary workman in a trust factory is 
subject to rules that in many instances 
work to his injury.- In corporations like 
express companies, be is obliged to furnish 
a bond, usually of some guarantee com' 
pany and pay tbe cost of same, subject at 
th; same time to losses over which he has no 
control, without recourse to tbe law, or to 
lose his position. 

These conditions do not tend to work for 
tbe good of tbe party. It may have much 
innuPtace at the fall election. Discontent 
is still manifest even in these prosperous 
times. It was ten years ago when the dem- 
ocrats earned everything in sight, to tbe 
consternation of every good republican.

These Ugures arc given by B. M. Chat- 
IcJl of Chicago to show to what extent 
the saving habltjwe vails among the 
poorer or nonspeculatlve, people of this 
and other countries, 'There Is now com- 
paratively little Enid In public prints 
to encourngc deposits In savings banks, 
and It is claimed the Increased deposits 
In every, State aredue not so much to 
Inducements offered by the bonks as to 
the habits of the people. 

Surplus' earnings go Into life insur- 
ance, Into homes, and Into savings 
banks; In the latter probably before 
they" find, their way to the others. The. 
very small margin of the man ur wo- 
man working at low wages goes to the 
savings hank, and -when the deposits In 
these institutions amount to within 
$031,000,000- of the Indlvdual. deposits 
In all our national bnnks it Is fair to. 
assume that the savings habit Is stead- 
ily growing upon tbo American people.

.The platform adopted by the conven- 
tion, after high prnlse not only for the 
national administration -but for the -State 
one' ns well, and ntter n special eulogy 
for the late Gov. Tanner, declared for a 
civil service tnw which sho 11 prevent the 
dismissal of State employes "on every 
change of administration," and favored 
'a 'convict labor law which, while kcep- 
.ing prisoners, employed, shall prevent 
the in as fnr 'as possible from competing 
with free labor. 

The Indorsement of Congressman Hop- 
kins for United States Senator was the 
occasion for' the only real light of the 
day. 

The Republican State convention wns 
called to order in Machinery Hall at the 
Stato fair grounds. Thursday. It wns 
12:15 o'clock when Chairman b'red U. 
Jiowe of tli'e State committee announced 
thnt the convention would be opened with 
prnyer by the Itev.

MEAT BARONS CHARGED 1 WITH 
VIOLATING SHERMAN ACT. 



GovcrttmentAltorncya Allege theCam- 
i bine lifTeclcd n Pact to Fix Prlcca- 
"1)1 tr BIx" Cor riorat tons of Clilcoub 
nnd lilac where nefcn-Jauts, 



. Six violations of the Sherman nntl-tmst 
law rrre nllegcd against Clitcago ' pack- 
ers; In n plea" for "a temporary inj unction 
filed Saturday In flic United Stntes Cir- 
cuit Court at Chicago by United States 
District : Attorney Sol H." Bethen. The 
bill aska thin the packing companies and 
their officers' bo restrained from further 
practice of the violation of- inw and 
urges- that they- b«f* compelled to bring 
their books' Into court that full and com- 
prehensive investigation of their business 
may be made. In addition to Uling the 
bill of specifications against the packers 
District Attorney Bp*Hicn has announced 
that he will make a motion for n. tem- 
porary. Injunction against the various 
corporations in the trust. 
• ''The allegations are much the same 
that have ■ been made tiuolllclnUy f rftm 
time to lime. Truth of three has been 
admitted 'by the packers, who assert they 
have been justified by United Slates and 
State courts. 

The most Important fact set up-by'the 
government Is that the packluj; linns 
■named us defendants. in the hill have 
from time lo time sent representatives 
to meetings nt which prices have been 
fixed.. Thin charge Is made In the eighth 
section of the bill. The accusation Is 
thnt the meeting-.* have been attended by 
representatives of all the companies and 
have been held at various Intervals, 1» 
addition to fixing and regulating prices 
the men who attended the meeting are 
alleged to have fixed penalties for viola- 
tions of their agreement ^and to have 
agreed to tlio "blacklisting" of retail 
dealers who were posted ns delinquents. 

The gist of the k!s points tunde In the 
government's complaint follows: 

That the packing firms, through their 
representatives, held meetings at which 
meat prices have been fixed.

Each and every one of the charges Is 
alleged to be a violation of the Sherman 
anti-trust law of July 2, 1800. It Is sold 
In the bill that the packers will continue 
their business operations na heretofore 
until restrained frum doing so by aa in- 
junction. 

The" hill names as defendants the pack- 
ing firms that form whnt is known as tho 
"big bIx." In addition to naming- the 
companies the bUIde'signntcs twenty-four 
ot their officers and directors. The cor- 
porations named in the bill as 'defendants 
are: 

Swift & Co., of Illinois, 

Tlio Cudaby Packing Company, of 
Illinois.
